Sumpter residents complain about stench of Elwell slaughterhouse

“I assure you, I’ll get the answer to 
this from across the street,” said Sumpter 
Township Supervisor Tim Bowman at the 
regular meeting of the board of trustees on 
Aug. 13. 

This was after six residents got up to speak 
at length about the smelly slaughterhouse 
operating in their Agriculture-zoned area at 
21890 Elwell Rd., south of Judd, and how 
it has impacted their rural lives. 

Supervisor Bowman referred to 
the ordinance officers and the police 
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department whose offices are located 
across Sumpter Road from the township 
hall. 

The public comment part of the meeting 
took 45 minutes because of the lengthy 
slaughterhouse comments. 

The first speaker, Bob Campbell, said he 
lives on Elwell two houses south of Judd. 
He said you have to have G-1 zoning for 
a slaughterhouse and they all are zoned 
Agriculture there. 

“The flies are horrible. I can’t mow,” he 
said. “My understanding is the ordinance 
officer said to back off... It’s their religious 


right... What about our rights? 

“I’m about to call the DNR, EPA, Health 
Department,” he said, adding that he has 
lived there for 52 years. 

He said his neighbors are throwing 
carcasses on the ground and now in a 
dumpter. They are Arab-American and 
have religious rights. He said the ordinance 
officer told the neighbors to back off. 

“How would you like to be on your 
mower and have those smells?” he asked 
and Supervisor Bowman said Bowman 
wouldn’t like that at all.

Campbell said the guy on Bemis Road 
had to jump through hoops to get his 
slaughterhouse approved. 

Trustee Matt Oddy told him, they would 
look into it. 

Second speaker was Klaus Mueller, of 
21800 Elwell, who said it’s so bad you 
can’t open your windows and he’s afraid to 
let the grandchildren outside. 

He said the law should be the same for 
everyone no matter where they came from. 

Mueller said two weeks ago he went to 
the police department and waited for a very 
long time and no officer came and no one 
contacted him after he left. 

He said the dumpster they have is an Easy 
Bake Oven, when they put the body parts in 
and shut the lid. He said people come and 
go all day long, don’t stay long, and leave 
with packages wrapped in white paper. 

He said the neighbors call the police and 
there’s no response. The neighbors got 
tired, so they came to talk to the board, he 
said. 

Third speaker was David Elrod, 21975 
Elwell, who said he came to the meeting 
for the same reason. He said the neighbors 
don’t care about what this family does, but 
it’s affecting the neighbors’ lives. He said 
it’s hard to mow. He said if they moved 
the dumpster far away from the residences, 
where people can’t smell it, it wouldn’t be 
so bad. 

Anna of 21951 Elwell said she has lived 
there 24 years and this summer the stench 
is horrible and she can’t go outside with her 
grandbaby. She said she and her niece went 
out to pick vegetables in the garden and 
her niece said it smelled like the penguin 
room at the zoo. They went back inside the 
house. 

She said the smell is all the time and her 
family doesn’t want to go outdoors and 
keeps the windows closed and the AC on. 
She said this is ruining their way of life. 

Ted Hall of 21960 Elwell said the area 
has wetlands and he tried to work with the 
ordinance officer to put in a polebarn. But 
the neighbors put dirt back there and now 
they’ve put in a polebarn. 

He said instead of taking care of the 
offenders, he was being attacked by the 
ordinance officer. 

Trustee Oddy defended the township 
saying an ordinance violation charge is in 
progress and it’s on the ordinance report 
board members received for that night’s 
meeting. He said it has to go through the 
court. 

Hall said Summer’s Market on Willow 
Road is still slaughtering there, although 
it’s been through the court. He said they 
have gone over to check and was told 
by that complaining neighbor that the 
slaughtering is still taking place. 


Trustee Oddy suggested the offense could 
be considered in the category of a nuisance. 
Township attorney Rob Young said he 
hasn’t had any complaints recently on the 
Willow Road site, but he will take a look 
at it. 

Hall said the ordinance officer accused 
them of conspiring and conniving against 
their neighbors. 

Jay Bardell of 22161 Elwell Rd. said 
the odor goes for 25 acres across the road. 
He said they burn and it smells for great 
distances. 

Bardell said he checked and they can take 
the animals to Three Farmers Halal Farm at 
50425 Bemis Rd. which is the township’s 
only legal slaughterhouse. 

“I saw 12 goats eating my soybeans,” 
Bardell said, adding he told the Elwell 
Road slaughterhouse he doesn’t eat goat 
meat, but he’ll kill them if they come back 
on his property. He said they handle 50- 
100 goats a week and it goes to the market 
in Manchester and other markets. He said 
he complained to Colleen [at the police 
department], but he’s never seen reports 
of those complaints in the paper, although 
they put in everything else. 

Bardell said five years ago he worked 
hard to get the Three Farmers as a licensed 
facility and the Three Farmers said those 
slaughtering could bring their animals to 
the legal Bemis Road facility for slaughter. 
Bardell said it’s a real nice facility and he 
uses it himself. 

“Tt’s time you guys put the brakes on,” 
Bardell said to the board members. 

Treasurer Bart Patterson said he never 
heard about this and he doubts that other 
members of the board knew. He said the 
board prefers to have problems taken care 
of before it comes to the board. 

“This is first I ever heard of it,” Supervisor 
Bowman said. “It irks me and I will get to 
the bottom of it.” 

Trustee Oddy said the board doesn’t get 
direct reports from ordinance and then he 
backed up and said it does get reports and it 
has the July ordinance violations now. 

Treasurer Patterson said if residents don’t 
get results from the police or ordinance 
departments to call the township hall. 

One of the Elwell Road people called that 
they tried and got no call back and it didn’t 
go anyplace the time they called. 

Trustee Tim Rush said to call Karen 
Woodington at the supervisor’s office and 
she would take care of it. 

A person in the audience called out that 
the ordinance officer goes by his property 
slowly two to three times a week. He said 
he pulled up to a police car parked at the 
Roller Rink and asked about it. 

Supervisor Bowman pointed out he has 
been a contractor for more than 40 years 
and drives all over the township. He said 
one day he saw an ordinance officer parked 
at the Roller Rink and he went to town and 
spent two to three hours loading up with 


lumber and came back to Sumpter and the 
same officer was still sitting in the same 
spot. 

Trustee Oddy said when matters get 
to court they take a long time to resolve 
because the court is favorable to the 
landowner, and it should be. He said the 
township writes the tickets and lets the 
court determine what it wants to do. 

A man called out from the audience, 
“There’s an illegal operation and you can’t 
stop it?” 

Trustee Oddy said, the case drags on in 
court. He asked the supervisor to move on 
with the meeting. 

Later, in the only report from attorney Rob 
Young, he said he didn’t like the ordinance 
officers being criticized because they are 
very professional and efficient. He said 
there were 11 cases in court last Thursday. 
He said the officers write reports, so he 
doesn’t have to do the background research 
and charge the township for his time. He 
said they talk to him and he has them in 
court. 

Young said you can’t shut down an 
operation ahead of time, before the court 
tules. 

“T swear to God, the chief takes it serious,” 
Young said. “It irks me when I hear the 
complaints.” He said specific zoning is 
needed and tickets are written. 

In another public comment Zeola Walker, 
who spoke before the slaughterhouse 
comments, asked if the board is going 
to renovate an office in township hall 
and board members said they didn’t 
know anything about it and that wasn’t 
happening. Treasurer Patterson said there 
was nothing on the table for that. 

Walker said she read it in the paper and 
saw the court meeting video, and the paper 
and video are wrong? 

Walker said nobody goes in that office, 
referring to the supervisor’s office. 

She also asked why they are spending 
money on a door for the community center 
when that old building is “dark, dirty, 
dingy” and needs to be replaced by a new 
building. 

She also said the board tells the residents to 
call Wayne County about road complaints, 
but, “That’s what you get $38,000 a year 
for.” She also said there is nothing in 
Sumpter for the juveniles to do, and, “You 
have nothing to offer at all.” 

Walker said there are mosquitoes at 
Banotai Park and she asked if they spray 
the park for mosquitoes, ever? 

“T can’t see what you’re doing besides 
increasing your wages,” Walker said. 

Patterson said she needs to bring her 
complaints to the township offices and, 
“This is not the time to interrogate the 
board.” 

Mary Ban also took part in the public 
comment, saying there was a terrible 
rainstorm on election day and both she 
and her husband use walkers. She said the 


poll workers at precinct four helped them 
out the side door to the handicap parking 
where she had parked. 

Ban also said Van Buren Township has 
a new $15 million community center and 
it is wonderful, but in Sumpter, “We make 
do with what we have.” She said there are 
industrial complexes and commercial areas 
in the township that gives tax funds. 

“I don’t want to be Van Buren,” Ban 
said. “I don’t want any more dumps. We’re 
rural and we’ll remain rural.” She pointed 
out all the new homes in Sumpter that are 
worth $500,000 to $600,000 which proves 
“somebody wants to live here.” 

Ban also noted the reports of those 
who came to talk that night about the 
slaughtering is very unfortunate and, “We 
have laws and everyone should follow 
them.” 

Trustee Peggy Morgan was absent and 
excused from the meeting. 


Sumpter Twp. board 
approves paving all 
municipal parking lots 


At its regular meeting on Aug. 13, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously to spend $241,900 in ARPA 
funds for Midwest Pavement of Milford to 
pave municipal parking areas. This was the 
lowest of three qualified bidders. 

This includes asphalting parking areas 
at the community center and police station, 
library media center/DPW office, and main 
campus. The millings are to be used at the 
parks. The cost includes bumper blocks 
and striping. ARPA funds are from the 
federal American Rescue Plan Act to help 
local communities recover after COVID. 
Sumpter received $984,000 in ARPA 
funds. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan was absent and 
excused from the meeting. 

In other business, the board: 

e Removed from the agenda approval of 
the Utility Billing Policy and Procedures 
without explanation; 

e Approved the ordinance text amendment 
to Division 10 — rates and charges, section 
25-185, changing the word “May” to 
“November.” Also changed was line 
item five to say “supervisor” instead of 
superintendent. This concerns putting 
unpaid water and sewage service fees on 
the property tax. The previous language 
was used when Sumpter only had one 
tax bill. Now there are two tax bills and 
assessments are placed on the winter bill; 

e Approved the TNT Tree Service low 
bid of $14,500 to remove trees and brush 
and trim about 45 trees throughout Banotai 
Park using ARPA funds; and 

e Approved the proposal from C&S 
Construction for the community center 
door replacements in the amount of 
$29,500 in ARPA funds.

Wetlands’ appeals 
on VBT landfill fail 


We’ve been informed the many appeals 
have failed and the state’s permit now 
stands to allow Woodland Meadows landfill 
in Van Buren Township to dig up the 12 
acres of rare Wet Mesic Flatwoods and at 
least 44 acres of wetlands to expand its 
landfill. We’re told digging will start Oct. 1. 

Those who tried to stop the removal of the 
200-year-old trees with roots that are super 
sponges plus other parts of the wetlands, 
are asking residents to let their voices be 
heard and send their comments to EGLE 
(Department of Environment, Great Lakes 
and Energy), Waste Management, and AG 
Dana Nessel. 

Observers say the flooding that erupts at 
the corner of Ecorse and Haggerty will get 
worse if this wetland is removed. They also 
say the wetland area is part of a wildlife 
corridor that should be preserved because 
the species need a breeding, nesting, and 
foraging habitat. 

When the appeals by the Wayne 
County Conservation District started, 
Waste Management agreed to temporary 
halt construction for six months in the 
northwest quarter of the property where 
it had permission to dig. Ongoing court 
appeals delayed that timeframe and now 
the appeals are over and it can dig up the 
former golf course to expand the landfill, 
which had always been its plan. 

As part of its approved wetland permit, 
WM created and restored about 75 acres 
of new wetlands elsewhere and preserved 
about 25 existing high-quality forested 
wetland and forested upland.

Rite Aid announced it is closing all of 
its 186 stores in Michigan as well as its 
distribution center in Oakland County. The 
Van Buren Township Rite Aid at the corner 
of Rawsonville Road and W. Huron River 
Drive recently closed. 

Rite Aid reported it faced falling sales, 
increasing competition and mounting debt 
stemming from opioid-related lawsuits. It 
filed bankruptcy last October.

Sheetz gas/EV station with a 24-hour 
restaurant, is having a difficult time getting 
approval to build in Van Buren Township, 
but it is opening its first site in the state 
in Romulus at 33380 Wick Rd. It recently 
announced two sites will be built in Taylor, 
at 8200 Telegraph Rd. and 20623 Eureka 
Rd. 

Sheetz, a family-owned business, has 
announced it wants to build 50 sites in 
Michigan and is just getting started. It 
is open 24/7 with a sit-down and drive in 
restaurant to serve customers, along with a 
large convenience store. 

It is based in Pennsylvania and has 26,000 
employees. It is considered one of the 
fastest-growing chains. 

The problem in Van Buren Township 
is their property at the southwest corner 
of Ecorse and Haggerty roads has some 
wetlands and has had drainage problems 
in the past. That, and that other gas station 
owners in the area don’t want another 
station. 

Another station now is seeking to build 
at the northwest corner of that intersection 
and at its public hearing last week just one 
other gas station owner asked the planning 
commission to turn it down. No action has

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Belleville City Council decides to 
‘eat’ $10 charge for bulk pickups

After a discussion at Monday’s meeting 
of the Belleville City Council, the council 
voted unanimously to “eat” the $10 charge 
being levied by the new pickup service for 
each bulk pickup until the end of the year 
and then reevaluate the issue. 

City manager Jason Smith said residents 
are upset over the $10 upfront charge for 
each bulk pickup. That would be $20 for a 
mattress and dresser, he said. 

“Do we want to absorb the $10 in our 
bill?” Smith asked the council. 

He said he has had four calls on the new 
pickup service, with one concerning the 
bulk pickup charge. 

Mayor Ken Voigt said for the time being 
the city could eat the charge and may want 
to set a number per household and then 
assess how it’s working. 

“We’ve eaten it in the past,” Smith said, 
referring to former vendor Priority Waste 
that just kept a log of the bulk pickups and 
added it to the city’s bill. 

Mayor Voigt suggested limiting the 
number of pickups and Councilwoman 
Julie Kissel said, “How many couches can 
one house have?” 

They noted that flat screen TVs are not 
picked up. Mayor Voigt said they can take 
the TVs to Best Buy. 

John Juriga asked from the audience if 
someone is evicted and all the belongings 
put at the curb, who is responsible. He was 
told the property owner is responsible. 

Smith said when the new pickup bins are 
delivered, they will have a notice attached 
on the handle, with a calendar showing the 
pickup days and the recycling pickup days, 
since recycling will be every other week. It 
also will tell what is and is not acceptable. 

Up to two extra bags next to the pickup 
bin is acceptable, without charge.

In other business at Monday’s hour-long 
meeting, the council: 

e Heard Jay Wilde ofAlan C. Young present 
the audit for the year ending June 30, 2023. 
He pointed out the audit is six months later 
than it should be because the city had a 
crash of its computer system in June 2023 
and lost six months worth of information. 
The city is in violation of state law, since 
the audit was due Dec. 31, but the state has 
been kept informed of the problem and has 
not withheld revenue from the city. He said 
in spite of all the problems, the city has 
been given an “unmodified opinion” which 
is the gold standard for audits. The Plante 
Moran financial consultant said when 
computers crashed the city had to take care 
of the people first with their paychecks and 
the vendors and so the audit was put on the 
back burner. Now all the information has 
been put back in place and is protected; 

e Viewed a brief video created by 
SEMCOG showing positive scenes in the 
city, promoting Belleville. Smith said it 
was done free of charge and the city is free 
to use it however it wants. Juriga asked if 
the city can put it on TV and Smith said the 
city’s Downtown Development Authority 
is working on marketing and could use it. 
Smith said SEMCOG plays such videos on 
a loop during its meetings;

Fest (Oct. 12), Monster Mutt Walk (Oct. 
19), Halloween Downtown (Oct. 31), and 
Photos with Santa (Dec. 14 and 21);

e Approved donating $1,500 to the 
Belleville High School Dance Team 
for painting fire hydrants in the city as a 
community service project. There are 101 
hydrants in the city and they have done 23 
and will be working at Victoria Commons 
this weekend. Smith said when they are 
done it is expected that about 30-33% of 
the hydrants will have been painted; 

e Approved a total of $7,150 to Leffler’s 
Property Maintenance for tree removal 
of one at Third and Church, three on 
Edgemont, and four at Hillside Cemetery.
